DR. COOK’S CRISIS. 


Dr. Cook’s fame appears to have 
reached its crisis. 
W alter Wellman, 
an arctic explorer of more experience 
than success, comes out and flatly 
denounces Dr. Cook as an impostor 
and says the doctor’s story could 
have been prepared in New York. 
Mr. Wellman thus adds his testimony 
to that of Admiral Chester, Admiral 
Melville and other explorers of note. 
The effect of these opinions has been 
to materially modify public opinion 
with respect to Dr. C ook’s achieve­ 
ments. 
There are many doubts now, 
where iii the beginning there were but 
few, and these doubts will not be 
long in assuming concrete form u n ­ 
less the University of Copenhagen 
should in 
its verdict 
ratify Dr. 
Cook’s claims. 
Fortunately for all concerned, this 
verdict will not be long on the way. 
The report and data of Dr. Cook 
have gone forward and it is stated 
that a verdict may be expected by the 
first of the year. 
Under all the circumstances, 
Mr. 
Wellman would have better awaited 
the Copenhagen verdict. 
Admittedly 
he has based his opinion upon in­ 
adequate 
testimony 
and this fact 
lends to hill judgment a tinge of pre­ 
judice. 
The opinions of Peary, Mel­ 
ville, Chester and tile others are sub­ 
ject to the same objection. 
There is no doubt about one feature 
of the controversy: 
Dr. Cook’s ea­ 
gerness to cash his claims before 
submitting his proofs even to his own 
authority looks decidedly bad. 
As a 
scientist, when his 
discovery was 
challenged by respectable 
scientific 
authorities, lie should have submitted 
his proof to i competent tribunal and 
awaited the decision before taking 
the lecture circuit 
That would have 
indicated his faith in his own claims. 
As it was, he jumped into the lecture 
game as if he feared something might 
happen to deprive him of the laurels 
he claimed before he could get the 
money of an excited public. 
On the other hand, Dr. Cook’s be­ 
havior has been in many ways ex­ 
emplary. 
He has not indulged in 
billingsgate, as some of his critics 
have, and he has kept his temper un­ 
der the stress of unusual provocation. 
He has declared his records and data 
would bear out his claims and has 
submitted them according to promise. 
The University of Copenhagen is a 
competent authority. 
If is declares 
Dr. Cook’s records and data ample, 
then fair-minded people will accept 
the verdict and award the honor to 
Dr. Cook. 
W e 
know 
that 
the 
University of Copenhagen is not an 
annex to the naval cabal in the Uni­ 
ted States, which has on more than 
one occasion disgusted the country. 
W e can accept the finding of the tri­ 
bunal Dr. Cook has chosen as of su­ 
perior merit to the gang of Peary ites 
who dominate the national geograph­ 
ic society. 
If, however, the verdict of Copen­ 
hagen is against Dr. Cook, it were 
better for him that he had perished 
in the Arctic. 
We can conceive of 
nothing so withering as the disgrace 
that will be his portion if he bas de­ 
liberately perpetrated a fraud upon 
his countrymen.—-Houston Post.

As a grand prize the government 
will give the first prize winner a FREE 
trip to Washington, with all expenses 
paid and an instructive tour of the 
capital.
